OF DUBLIN’S TRAFFIC 
PROBLEM 


CURING CONGESTION 
CAUSED BY TRAMS 


— 


Dublin that their traffic problem has 

grown so acute that there will have 
to be drastic changes in the near future.’’ 
writes Guard 8. W. MeWilliams (39 B) in 
the current issue of the Garda Review. “ Fon 
years past responsible Garda officers have 
worked and done everything in their power 
to ease the throttling grip that modern traffic 
“has on the city centre, but they have been 
up against insurmountable difficulties. 

“To enter the city, especially during rush 
hours, is a painful undertaking which taxes 
one’s patience to the full, either as a 
motorist, pedal cyclist, or passenger in tram 
or ’bus. It is not unknown for a person to 
walk from Nelson’s Pillar to St. Stephen's 
Green in less time than the tram takes. From 
these facts arise the questions: Are the 
trams really necessary in certain streets in 
the city centre? Is the best use being got 
of our many wide thoroughfares? Are they 
being taxed to their fullest extent? It will 
be realised at once that Dame street, College 
street, D'Olier street, Pearse street and St. 
Stephen’s Green could carry a greater load of 
traffic than they have at present, and that 
there are other streets where the saturation 
point has Jong since been reached. In an 
effort to improve matters the following 
scheme is suggested for the better distribu- 
tion, control and speeding-up of public trans.

NEW TRAM TERMINI 


‘Tram cars should be removed from Lower 
O'Connell street, O'Connell Bridge and the 
direct line from the latter to St. Stephen's 
Green; also Nassau street and Clare stree:. 
This could be done by the Ringsend and 
Sandymount trams (1 and ó) having a 
terminus in College street, Dun Laoghaire and 
Dalkey trams (7 and 8) turning in D'Olier 
street, arriving and departing via Pearse 
street and Westland row. The Donnybrook 
tram (9) would use the College street 
terminus, also proceeding as the 7 and 8. ‘The 
Donnybrook (via Merrion row), Clonskea, 
Dartry and Terenure (10, 11, 14, 15) would 
have a terminus in St. Stephen's Gree. 
between Dawson street and Kildare street. 
The Palmerston Park, Rialto, Harold’s Cross 
and Rathfarnham (12, 16, 17, 19) would turn 
ati the Inchicore tram terminus in College 
Grean, where there are five sets of tracks. A 
service of omnibuses could be put into opera- 
tion between Terenure, Dartry, Donnybrook, 
Clenskea and Lower O'Connell street and or 
suitable points on the north side of the city. 
The Dartry and Terenure 'buses would cover 
the 14 and 15 tram track, the Donnybrook 
service would proceed to Grafton street via 
Leeson street, St. Stephen’s Green South and 
West; the Clonskea service via Ranelagh an} 
Dartmouth square, then proceeding as the 
Donnybrook and other ‘bus services, through 
College Green. On the ingoing south portion 
of their journeys, during rush hours at least, 
the minimum ‘bus fare should be 3d. at the 
old 3d. tram stage, and likewise at the old 2d. 
stage. This would be essential so as to avoid 
competition between tram and ‘bus. Existing 
south city "bus services could be maintained 
and allowed to proceed ria Grafton street, so 
that there would be no congestion in St. 
Stephen’s Green, North. Dalkey ‘buses would 
proceed as heretofore, but some of the lonz 
distance *buses crossing Ballsbridge should 
be diverted via Shelbourne road and South 
Lotts road to Pearse street. A ‘bus hazard 
could be established in Lower 0 Connell street. 
which, along with the present hazards, would 
cope with these vehicles which must, of neces- 
city, be on the increase.” | 


ROUNDABOUT SYSTEM 


“The absence of trams from O’Conne!! 
Bridge would permit the spas or roufid- 
about system of controlling the traffic to come 
into operation. As the traffic would then be 
always moving to the leit from whatever 
point the bridge was approached, traffic 
Gardai would be unnecessary. The flow of 
trafic from Eden quay to Bachelor's Walk 
would have to make a detour of the bridge; 
but this would be a definite advantage when 
it is realised that slow and other vehicles 
enter Bachelor’s Walk from Eden quay, and 
proceed to the south quays via Grattan and 
other bridges. They would now do so via 
O'Connell Bridge and relieve the congestion 
on the north quays. Some of this traffic that 
had its destination about the Metal Bridze 
might find it more convenient to proceed from 
Eden quay via Marlborough street, Abbey 
street ‘and Liffey street. Similar remarks 
would apply to the vehicles proceeding from 
Aston’s. quay to Burgh quay. 

“ By moving the lamps at Grattan Statue 
and laying down an island in the pivot centre 
of College Green, with guiding studs on the 
road surface, a similar roundabout system 
to the above could be put into operation. 
All traffic leaving College Green and entering 
College street should do so by the north side 
of the lavatories, and traffic coming out of 
College street should be permitted to turn 
left only into College Green. Pedestrian 
crossings would be on the three sides of and 
clear of the roundabout. 


ONE-WAY STREETS 


“ Grafton street should be made a one-way 
thoroughfare south to north, also that portion 
of Nassau street, west to east, between 
Grafton street and Dawson street, and 
Suffolk street. east to west. Traffic leaving 
College Green would them have a clear run 
to St. Stephen’s Green via Dawson street, 
and approaching the city from Merrion 
square could proceed via Westland row or v'4 
Nassau street, Dawson street, Duke street 
and Grafton street. 

‘“‘ Pedal cyclists should not be allowed to 
carry another person on their machines or 
any object that would interfere with the 
proper management of same or prevent them 
making the necessary traffic signals. Drivers 
of horse-drawn vehicles, where a specially 
raised driving seat 1s not constructed on 
same, should be compelled to sit or remain 
on the right or off side of their vehicles. At 
present the drivers usually sit on the left or 
near side, so that the horse and the load pre- 
vents oncoming and following traffic from 
having a view of them when they are making 
traffic signals. 


ADVANTAGE TO ALL 


“Such a system would be of great ad- 
vantage not only to all road users, but to 
the D.U.T.C., which must be losing heavily 
through their traffic hold-ups. The saving 
of petrol and time in the working schedules 
through the abolition of the present “ir- 
cuitous South city "bus route and the speeding 
ss of the tram services would enable the 

ram Company to effect considerable savings 
and to recover to some extent the vast ex- 
penditure which they had to incur by the 
acquisition of omnibuses services after the 
passing of the Traffic Act.”

+ James O'Toole, haulage contractor, Kila- 
venny House, Crumlin road, Dublin, pleaded 
not guilty te the charge of unlawfully killing 
Aiden O’Flanagan, 10 Effra road. Rathmines, 
by knocking him down with a motor lorry. 

Mr George Murnaghan (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. 
Sean Hooper (instructed by Mr. J. J. Shiel) 
defended. 

Mr. Murnéghan said that the occurrence 
took place at the Red Cow about 7.45 p.m. 
Aiden O'Flanagan was riding a bicycle to- 
wards Dublin, accompanied by a friend, and 
was struck from behind by a two-ton motor 
lorry, driven by the accused man, and appa- 
rently killed instantly. The driver of the lorry, 
O’Toole, met a man named Williamson on 
this Sunday afternoon, and told him that he 
wanted to try out a new motor lorry. 
Williamson was a mechanic. They drove out 
in the direction of Clondalkin, and on the 
trial run they stopped at various publie- 
houses. The night’ was dirty and sleety, 
and visibility was bad. Williamson, who was 
in the lorry, would say that he saw nothing 
until the crash took place. O’Brien, who 
was with O'Flanagan, would say that they 
heard the motor, coming from behind, and 
they got into single file and rode close to 
the footpath. O’Brien was struck, he 
thought bv his friend O'Flanagan, and 
thrown on to the footpath. When he got 
up he saw O'Flanagan lying about fifteen 
vards further along the path towards Dublin. 
he motor car had gone on and pulled up 
about 100 or 150 yards further. It was not 
suggested that the man driving the lorry 
was drunk, but O’Brien would tell them 
that he smelled of drink. 

Daniel O’Brien, Fortfield road, bore out 
counsel’s statement as to the accident, aml 
said that O’Toole smelled of intoxicating 
liquor, and when he spoke he more or less 
mumbled. The motor lorry was travelling 
very fast, and he did not hear a horn being 
sounded. ‘The lights of the lorry went out 
just before the collision, and were switched 
on again after it. 

Asked by Judge Davitt why, if he thought 
O’Toole was dfunk, he brought his friend’s 
body to hospital in the truck, the witness 
replied that he believed O’Toole was unfit to 
drive, but a small car that came on the scene 
could not be used. 

Mathew Williamson, fitter, Fanshawe ter- 
race, Crumlin, said that he went out with 
O’Toole to test the lorry. In Clondalkin 
they had a couple of drinks, and left et 
7 o'clock. It was a dirty night and snow 
was falling. Just after passing the junction 
of Monastery road and the Naas road witness 
heard a crash, but saw nothing. The lorry 
pulled Lu; immediately, and he ran back and 
saw a man lying face downwards on the 
ground. He was sure that the lights were 
fully on when the lorry approached the mouth 
of Monastery road. The dead man was put 
on the lorry and brought to hospital. O’Toole 
was perfectly sober. He had three drinks 
between five and seven o'clock. After the 
crash the lorry did not proceed more than 
fifteen yards. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Hooper, wit- 
ness said the driver pulled up the lorry in 
about twice its own Feall after the crash. 
He had dimmed his lights a couple of seconds 
before the crash, and witness thought that, 
were it not for, the dimming of the lights 
and the snow and sleet, the accident would 
not have occurred. , 

Dr. A. F Keating, Steevens’s Hospital, 
said that when admitted to that institution 
O'Flanagan was dead. Death was due to 
fracture of the skull. 

O'Toole suid that he passed a car on the 
Clondalkin side of the Monastery road junc- 
tion. ‘te sounded the horn as he came to 


corner when he saw a ‘bus approaching. 
lights were dimmed and he 
lights on the lorry, and had just put them 
on again when he heard a blow against the 
side of his lorry. He pulled up immediately 
and asked Williamsou. to go back and see 
what had happened. Afterwards he turned 
round his lorry and went back to the spot where 
there was a man lying on the footway with 
a crowd round, c brought the man in his 
lorry to the hospital, and later reported the 
matter first to the Guards at Crumlin and 
then at Clondalkin. | 

The jury found O'Toole not guilty and he 
was discharged.

| BIG LINERS CAUSE 
WHIRLPOOLS

An element of danger has attended the 
advent of giant liners in the Hudson River, 
New York. Both the Queen Mary and the 
Normandie are apt to cause whirlpools when 
they berth at low tide. i 

Accidents which have befallen ferry boats 
in the Hudson River are attributed to the 
fact that both liners have been known to 
touch the bottom of the river at low tide, 
a causing the current to swirl round their 
1ulls. 

It is explained that at certain periods the 
two giant liners. have to be pushed through 
-the mud to their piers on account of the low 
level of the Hudson. 

At such a time dhe 1,000 ft. long hulls of 
the liners present an unbroken wall to the 
swiftly flowing river current, which is forced 
to flow at right angles to the main stream, 
and thus tends to cause a whirlpool in the 
immediate vicinity. | 

The remedy is thought to lie in the deepen- 
ing of the Hudson River to 45 ft., a project 
which was at first opposed for fear that it 
would. endanger the train and road tunnels 
running beneath the river. 

It has, however, now been sanctioned at 
the. behest of the defence ministries, They 
wish, states Reuter, to make certain that the 
largest naval craft could enter New York 
Citv waters. ; 

When the river is deepened it is believed 
that there will be plenty of room for the 
current to flow beneath the hull of the Queen 
Marv, thus eliminating the creation of a 
1,000: “feet “dam “in mid-stteam, which is 
virtually what occurs at present when she 
moves into her berth at low tide.

VALUABLE WATER 
From Our ConRRESPONDENT, 
LONGFORD, Wednesday. 


The Commissioner (Mr. J. Hurley) 
administering the affairs of Longford Urban 
Council had before him the award of the 
arbitrator on the claim of Messrs. L. and G. 
Fee, Longford, for disturbance of their rights 
of water in the River Camlin consequent on 
the pumping of water from the river for the 
auxiliary water supply to the town. The 
award directed the payment of £300 compen- 
sation, £130 costs and expenses, and £61 13s. 
arbitration charges. 

The Clerk said that when the former 
Council in 1934 agreed to arbitration they 
understood that the claim was infinitesimal. 

The Commissioner said that he regarded it 
as amazing that the arbitrator awarded an 
amount actually twenty-four times in excess 
of the estimate of the expert (Professor 
Purcell) called in on the arbitrator’s own 
suggestion. Professor Purcell had said that 
the volume of water taken was only one- 
hundredth the volume that passes down the 
river, even when at its lowest. the 
hundredth part of the water is valued at 
£300 it must be an extraordinarly valuable 
concern. The Commissioner added that he 
had been in consultation with the Depart- 
ment, and he found that there is no way 
out but to pay. The Clerk said that she 
estimated the arbitration would cost £640. 

Commissioner—The only thing is to add it 
to the capital cost of the waterworks scheme, 
and ask the Department for a grant similar 
to the scheme, and raise the balance by loan.

BISHOP URGES TREK TO 
CANADA 


Vastly increased emigration to Canada was 
strongly advocated by the Bishop oí London, 
Dr. A. F. Winnington Ingram, when he 
arrivea home from VUanada at Liverpool in 
the liner Duchess of York. 

“ instead of spending hundreds of millions 
in keeping people living in kogland,” he 
said, “it would be more worth while spend- 
ing money in developmg Canada and other 
colonies. An empty Lmpire is a terrible 
danger to the world to-day. We want teu 
million more people in Canada. The question 
is: How are we going to do it?” 

“If we could get more British people in 
the north-west,’ he added, ‘‘it would make 
the railways pay and reduce taxution. 
‘““There are recently discovered mines to 
be developed and 1 should love to see thou- 
sands of miners. now at collieries that are 
worked out m this country, go and explore 
ths great gold, coal and other mines of 
Canada. There are untold riches there, and 
if miners in this country went they would 
ever want to come back. 

“There seems to be some sort of dead- 
lock between the two Governments. How 
can we continue this dog-in-a-manger policy 
of keeping our Empire empty and expecting 
to retam ft, when we could fill it with a 
super-abundance of Britishers?’’

mineral production are quoted by “ Canada’s 
Weekly,” published in London. “ The official 
figures for the first six months of this year 
give ample evidence of the expansion that is 
taking place, The total value of the mineral 
output during that period was 165,482,425 
dollars.

The development of Canada’s mineral wealth 
is being carried out on sound lines, and 
should steadily continue, with more new pro- 
perties being brought in each year, and a 
steady increase in the output of precious and 
base metals. One factor that has greatly 
helped the mining industry is the excellent 
work that has recently been done in tighten- 
ing ups the regulations governing the fiota- 
tions of properties. Particular credit is due 
to Mr. John M. Godfrey, the Ontario 
Securities Commissioner, for his work im 
cicansing his Province of undesirable mining 
promoters, |

An Unusual Delicacy 


I have always regarded the corncrake as 
a tiresomé bird, whose chief interest is its 
invisibility. But it has another use. On 
A&A recent visit to the country I was 
surprised to discover that the cornerake, 
or, to give it its proper name, the land. 
rail, makes excellent eating. It comes 
into season on Ist September, and has a 
delicious and quite individyal flavour. 

The landrail is»commonly regarded as 
migratory, and birds coming from Europe 
are. found as far away as Greenland and 
North America. But there are exceptions 
to this rule, and my host told me-of the 
finding this spring of a nest of landrails 
in a hedge, where they had hibernated. 

At one time it was the - popular belief 
that the landrail transformed itself into a 
water-rail each autumn, resuming its 
original character in the spring. But the 
theory has been long exploded, and it is 
universally recognised that the water-rail, 
though belonging to the same genus as the 
landrail, is a quite distinct species, having 
its own characteristics.

EARLY MORNING BLAZE 


Jn the dawn of that autumn morning we 
‘two were in the reporters’ room of the 
irish Times. We were on night-town duty, 
my friend for the Jrish Times and I for 
the Natronat Press, first published in 189] 
and amalgamated with the /reeman’s Journal 
at the close of that year. As we were about 
to start for our homes we were startled te 
see the fire brigade dashing at full speed 
down Grafton street, past Trinity College 
into Westmoreland’ street, and then pulling 
up right beside us. The fire had broken out 
in the top storey of Graham’s apothecaries 
and chemists establishment. The caretaker 
and his wife had got out through the sky- 
light’ and were crouching down behind the 
top of the front wall of the building, which 
rose a couple of feet above the gutter that 
carried off the rain 

At that time there were no such things as 
the transportable fire escapes such as we see 
nowadays rushed from the fire stations to the 
scene of the fire There were several formid- 
able. contraptions. on enormous - wheels, 


4 located in various parts of the city, and the 


nearest of these had to be rolled, in an up- 
right position, from where it stood to the 
place it was required. They served their 
purpose well enough in their way, and were 
the means of rescuing many people who 
otherwise would have been burned to death 
or sustained permanent injuries, or have been 
killed by jumping from upper story windows. 
On this occasion the escape from Foster place 
was quickly on the spot. The footpath was, 
and is to-lay. very wide and roomy in West- 
moreland street. The wheels of the escape 
were steadied by the kerbstone, and the 
escape ladder was raised to the top of the 
five-storey building. It was at an angle that 
greatly lessened its weight-carrying capacity. 


THE SAGGING LADDER 


Inspector Doherty, who already had several 
decorations for saving livés, at once mounted 
the ladder. He was followed by two, if not 
three, otner firemen. On reaching ‘the ladder 
the Inspector, after directing the man what 
to do, seized the woman, whom he got over 
his shoulder. and gave the word to descend, 

Just about that moment. my colleague and 
I decided that all was well. and crossed under 
the ladder to the door of the /rish Times 
with the intention of writing a short para- 
graph for our respective papers about the 
whole incident. Just as we passed under the 
escape we heard what,proved to be an 
ominous creeking noise. On looking up we 
were horrified to see the ladder sagging in the 
centre and the upper part, on which was 
Inspector Doherty and his burden, falling 
outwards. It was all over in a moment. 
Thev were dashed to the flagway, bringing 
the two other firemen down with them. But 
for a piercing scream from the woman and 
the sickening thud of the firemen’s bodies 
on the pavement, there was no other sound. 
The woman escaped with slight injuries, but 
poor Doherty sustained a compound frac- 
skull, and died in a few 
Bourke, a young man, . with 
only short service in the brigade, died 
some time afterwards from the effects 
of his injuries. Michael Musgrave, the

number of interesting Greek and Homan 
monuments and works of art, among them a 
theatre, with splendid sculptures and some 
well-preserved mosaics. 

The most famous ot his discoveries was 
the head of a sm presented by King 
Zog to Signor Mussolini and placed by him 
in the National Museum in Rome. The head, 


which was beautifully preserved, was 
ettributed to Praxiteles or his school, - 


ke arpeggio playing. Mr. Crowe was just 
as happy in his other pieces, which included 
‘* Larghetto in F sharp minor’ (Wesley) and 
the familiar ‘‘Uhanson de Matin” and 
“Chanson. de Nuit,”” both by ‘Elgar, in 
which pieces the solo stops of the organ were 
thoughtfully used. The concluding item 
was ‘Sonata in E minor” (Rheinberger), 
and in this Mr. Crowe was, perhaps, at his 
best. From the majestic “ Introduction,” 
through the soft ‘‘Intermezzo” and the 
lively “‘Seherzo”’ into the grand ‘* Passa- 
cagha’’ the work was full of interest, and 
although the tempo in the “Scherzo” was 
a little fast, the sonata was on the whole 
skilfully treated. 

The vocalists ablv assisted with some de- 
lightful singing. Miss Burne was, perhaps, 
best in “ With verdure clad ” (Haydn), which 
was sung with more than usual feeling, while 
Mr. Irwin gave a very beautiful rendering 
of “0 God, have merey,”’ from Mendelssohn's 
St. Paul.”’

‘6 HE Towns’ was the subject. of 

a Professor Clapham’s second lecture 

on ‘‘France Before the Revolution,”’ 

in the Lady Ardilaun series, delivered yes- 
terday at Alexandra Colle e, Dublin. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, Visitor to the 
College, was present. .Dr. T. Gillman Moor- 
head presided. 

Professor Clapham, before entering on his 
lecture. said that a highly-placed personage 
had asked him the question: ' Was not the 
tithe a grievance of the French peasantry 
before the Revolution?” He would take 
that opportunity to say that he admitted, had 
he been cataloguing the grievances of the 
French peasantry; he would have mentioned 
the tithe. One of the reasons for not 
mentlann it was that the levying of the 
tithe in France was not very burdensome. 
To be perfectly frank, it was a good deal 
less burdensome than the levying of the tithe 
in England. The English clergy were greedier 
than the French clergy in the matter of the 
tithe. Therefore, it was not a special French 
grievance, though, no doubt, the poor peasantry 
‘olt the removal of the eleventh sheaf from 
their fields for the benefit of the Church. 


PARIS 


Proceeding to describe the towns before 
the French Revoiution, the lecturer said that 
Paris stood in regard to the whole life of 
the country in a way that no other European 
capital dia. | France was a rural country. 
The towns only contained a small proportion 
of its people, but Paris had grown to a 
population of half a million and was the 
centre ot everything in French life—every- 
thing except that agriculture by which France 
lived. ‘The King did not live in Paris. He 
had quarrelled with it and lived in Ver- 
sailles, but the whole political, social and 
lile of the country was centred in 
Paris to a degree unknown in any other 

untry. It did not dominate Europe quite 
so completely as it had done some fifteen or 
wenty years before the Revolution; still, it 

id lost very little of its prestige. It contained 
the most remarkable and distressing social 
contrasts. It was not a town of an excessive 
amount of economic activity, The major part 
of the population was dependent on the ex- 
penciture of the Court, 


THE PRINCES 


The Princes and nobles had their hotels or 
hig town houses there. The true middle-class 
was small, and one dropped rather abruptly 
to the ordinary tradesman and proletariat. It 
was not an industrial town. Of course, the 
big industries, carried on on a large scale, 
were rare everywhere. The main industries of 
‘aris were luxury industries, conducted on a 
small scale. The one exception was the build- 

g industry, and among the few rich business 
men were the building contractors. Below 
ame the great mass of the people connected 
ith the building trade and a very large army 

day labourers of different kinds, all de- 
pendent on the prosperity of the dominant 
class. .A great many of the ordinary wage- 
earners were migrants, and, in the absence of 
modern machinery, a great deal more human 
} 
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of life. 

There was a certain amount of organisation 
among Parisian tradesmen in the form of 
guilds, but the great mass of the unskilled 
Jabourers were outside any guild organisations, 
What organisations they had—and there was 
not much of it—were a kind of secret societies 
among themselves, against which the police 
and the State alwavs waged war. These 
societies embraced only a small proportion of 
the wage-earners, and most of them were un- 
organised. 


SECRET SOCIETIES 


R The Freach Government, the King and his 
linisters had for generations been conscious 
of the danger to social stability which these 
societies constituted. The Government had 
been desperately anxious about food supplies. 
Opinious differed as to what should be done, 
and consequently there was. a great mass of 
rather stupid, contradictory legislation in- 
tended to safeguard the food supply of the 
capital, : 

Continuing, Profeasor Clapham said that 
there were only three towns of about 100,000 
inhabitants outside Paris. Two were .ports, 
Bordeaux and Marseilles, and, in the interior, 
Lyons, which was the only one that might he 
called an industrial town according to modern 
standards. Lyons was the centre of Fratce’s 
famous silk industry, and only there did they 
find industrial organisation. It was a form 
of capitalism. The industry was directed by 
a small group of capitalists, who were pri- 
marily merchants, and below them were the 
silk weavers. 


UNEMPLOYMENT “ 


In the eighteenth century unemployment 
was not the problem that it has become in a 
primarily é agro gs society of modern times, 
but yet France was very susceptible to the 
shocks of unemployment, because her main 
industries, including the wine trade, were 
luxury industries. there was a special force 
at work three years before the Revolution 
which was the means of producing mobs ripe 
for trouble. “England and France had entered 
into a commercial treaty in 1786 which had 
resulted in the floodimg of French markets 
with English manufactures, and caused unem- 
ployment. which contributed its quota to the 
mobs of the Revolution. 

The French towns he had mentioned, said 
the lecturer, were not representative towns. 
The average French tcwn was a quiet pro- 
Vincial capital, rather like Paris on a small 
scale in that it was mainly dependent on 
the Government, the law courts, and 
the people connected with the machinery of 
the Government of the province than on 
industry. The French had retained the old 
vicious system of farming the taxes. This 
was a system obviously liable to abuses, and 
a system in which the Government did not 
get all the people paid. A town like Rennes, 
with about 30,000 inhabitants and the centre 
of the provincial law courts, was crowded 
with lawyers, 

France was, indeed, overrun with needy 
lawyers. Of the leaders of the french 
Revolution about fonr out of five were 
barristers. The Guild system was very far 
from being universal in France, despite the 
efforts of the Government. People outside 
town boundariés were not liable to Guild 
jurisdiction. In the French Revolution it was 
always from St. Antoine that the mobs camv. 
In other towns there were all kinds of excep- 
tions. The merchants of Lyons believed in 
managing their own affairs. They did not 
want the weavers organised for fear of inter- 
ference with the capitalist power of the 
merchants. By the middle of the eighteenth 
century the financial condition of the Guilds 
was very bad. Hungry peasants, anxious in 
any way they could to add to their means 
of livelihood, established cottage industries, 
and by the challenge from the countryside 
the guildsmen were left with a very valueless 
monopoly, and much unemploynient. 

Dr. Moorhead thanked po Sree Claphams 
for his learned and interesting lecture.

VICAR CENSURED 
AND ADMONISHED 


UNDERTAKING TO OBEY 


LAW OF CHURCH

BELFAST, Wednesday. 
N Ecclesiastical Court—the first one to 
A be set up by the Church of Ireland 
in fourteen years—sat in Belfast yes- 
terday to hear charges brought against the 
Rev, S. R. 8. Colquhoun, Vicar of St. John’s 
Church, Sandymount, Dublin, alleging that in 
certain particulars the conduct of Services in 
St. John’s Church was contrary to that. pre- 
scribed in the Canons and Rubrics of the 
Church of Ireland, as stated in the Book of 
Common Prayer. 

The Rev. 8, R. 8. Colquhoun admitted a 
number of the charges, but maintained that 
the Services were conducted in accordance 
with the Prayer Book of the United Church 
of England and Ireland, which existed before 
disestablishment, and which it was specified 
should be observed in the Trust Deed found- 
ing St. John's Church. . 

He admitted that he acted contrary to the 
Prayer Book of the Church of Ireland, and 
submitted that he uow realised that he should 
conform to the Church of Ireland Prayer Book 
and was prepared two do so. 

The Primate (the Most Rev, Dr. D'Arcy) 
presided, and the other members of the Court 
were :—The. Bishop of Dees (Dr. Peacocke), 
the Bishop of Clogher (Dr. MacManaway), the 
Lord Chief Justice of Northern Ireland (Sir 
William Moore, rt.), Lord Justice Best, 
Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, of the Irish Free 
State, and Judge Thompson (Recorder of 
Belfast). 

The petitioners are :—Frederick W. Christie, 
75 Cheviot avenue, Belfast ; William Chamney, 
15 Elgin road, Dublin; Frederick A, G. Davis, 
The ta Chapelizod; William H, Going, 
Altavilla.

THE CHARGE 


The charge stated—Each of us doth hereby 
charge that Samuel |. 8. Colquhoun, of The 
Vicarage, St. John's Church, Sandymount, 
herein named the respondent, being a minister 
of the Church of Ireland and Vicar of the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist, Sandy- 
mount, in the said church, on or about the 
18th day of June, 1933, and the 11th March, 
1934, and on divers other occasions in the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist aforesaid, 
in the Diocese of Dublin, during a Service 
prescribed for the administration of the Lord's 
Supper :— 

(1) Did not say the Lord’s Prayer at the 
beginning of the saia Service. (2) Did not 
rehearse the Ten Commandments or the 
summary of the law prescribed as an alterna- 
tive to the Ten Commandments. (3) Re- 
mained seated during the singing of the 
Creed from the words, “ Begotten of the 
Father,” to the end. (4) Made the sign of 
the Cross during the ascription before the 
sermon. (5) Being the sole minister present, 
did remain standing while he and the people 
made the general confession. (6) Pronounced 
the ascription after the sermon while stand- 
ing with his back to th. people. (7) Made 
the sign of the Cross when pronouncing the 
absolution. (8) Used a hymn not prescribed 
in the Office of Holy Communion and not 
ordered or permitted by the Ordinary or 
other lawful authority of the Church. (9) 
Repeated a prayer which was inaudible after 
the prayer beginning ‘‘ We do not presume.” 
(10) Repeated a prayer, which we believe to 
have been the Prayer of Consecration, while 
standing at the west side of the Holy Table, 
only moving to the north side thereof imme- 
diately before the manual acts were to. be 
performed. (11) Caused, or permitted, a bell 
to be rung during the time when he was per- 
forming the manual acts. (12) Elevated the 
cup and paten at the consecration beyond 
what was necessary for taking the same into 
his hands. (15) Did sing, or cause to be 
sung, after the consecration of the elements 
the psalm, hymn or prayer called the “ Agnus 
Dei, which is not prescribed in the office of 
HolyCommunion, and was not ordered or per- 
mitted by the Ordinary or other lawful 
authority of the Church. (14) Made the 
sign of the Cross when pronouncing the 
blessing. (15) During the said Service wore 
a biretta, which he frequently _ re- 
moved from, and replaced on, his head; 
and also wore a cope and  chasuble, 
and other ecclesiastical vestments or orna- 
ments not prescribed or permitted by the 
Canons. | 

(16) Conducted the said Services, and divers 
other Services, with lighted candles standing 
on the Communion Table, and lighted candles 
in the chancel, when the same were not neces- 
sary for the purpose of giving light. (17) 
Caused or permitted a hanging lamp to re- 
main burning over a side table during the 
celebration of the said Services, and Nos 
other Services. when the same was not neces- 
sary for the purpose of giving light. (18) 
Allowed the Cross to be on the Communion 
Table in the said church. (19) Caused or per- 
mitted divers acts and ceremonies other than 
those prescribed in the Book of Common 
Prayer to be performed by seivers or acolytes, 
whose employment is not provided for in the 
Book of Common Prayer or the Canons. (20) 
Performed acts of obeisance to the Lord's 
Table on various occasions too numerous to 
mention in detail. (21) Used incense, or per- 
mitted the same to be used, in the said church 
during public Service. 


THE ANSWERS 


In- his answers the respondent denied that 
he did not say the Lord s Prayer at the be- 


ginning of the said Service, but admitted 
that the prayer was not audible to the 


petitioners, if present. He admitted that he 
did not rehearse the Ten Commandments or 
the Summary of the Law, prescribed as an 
alternative to the Ten Commanaments. He 
admitted that he remained seated during the 
singing of part of the Creed. He denied 
that in such action he did anything contrary 
to the Rubrics or Canons. He admitted that 
he made the sign of the Cross before the 
sermon, and that he remained standing while 
the General Confession was being said, . He 
denied that by ui so he acted unlawfully. 
He admitted that he stood with his back 
to the people after the sermon, but denied. 
that this was unlawful. He admitted that 
he made the sign of the Cross when pronounc- 
ing the absolufion 

He thought that charge No. 8 was too 
indefinite and should be dismissed on that 
round. The respondent admitted that the 

rayer of Consecration which follows the 
Prayer beginning ' We do not presume,’ 
may have been said inandibly. He admitted 
that he said the Prayer of Consecration 
standing at the west side of the Holy ‘I'able. 
He denied that he caused a bell to be used 
during the time when he was performing the 
Manual Acts. He admitted that he caused 
a gong to be sounded. He also admitted 
that he elevated the Consecrated elements 
bevond what was necessary for taking the 
same into his hands. He caused to be sung 
the ‘‘ dgnus Dei,” but denied that this is 
a psalm, hymn or prayer which is not. pre- 
scribed in the Office of Holy Communion and 
not ordered or permitted by the Ordinary or 
other lawful authority of the Church, 

He admitted that hie made the Sign of the 
Cross when pronouncing the lessing. He 
admitted charge 15, and also that he con-, 
ducted Services with lighted candles standing 
on the Communion Table and lighted candles 
in the chancel; but denied that in doing so 
he acted in contravention of any Rubric or 
Canon He admitted the charge in 17, and 
also perinitted a Cross to be on the Coin- 
mumon Table in the said church. He 
admitted that he permitted divers kets and 
ceremonies contrary to Canon 5 to be per- 
formed by sen or acolytes. He admitted

Mr. Colquhoun—No; but if the petitioners 
had approached the Archbishop I was always 
ready to obey his. commands. 


PETITIONERS’ CASE OPENED 


Opening the case for the petitioners, Mt. 
Price, K.C., submitted that the respondent 
had been guilty of a deliberate course of con- 
duct in dedance of the canons of the Church, 
the law of the Church and its tribunals, and 
the rubrics and the Book of Common Prayer, 
That, said counsel, had all been done 
c ‘therately by the respondent with his eyes 
open. It was suggested that, in some way, 
the respondent was morally excused for his 
conduct by the provisions of the Deed of 
Trust establishing St. John's Church, Sandy- 
mount; but it must be remembered that all 
through the proceedings he pleaded that he 
was subject to the visitations and jurisdiction 
of the Archbishop of Dublin. 

Mr, Justice FitzGbbon mentioned that this 
was not the respondent's defence. 

Dealing with the first charge~that Mr. 
Colquhoun did not say the Lord’s Prayer at 
the beginning of the Communion Service— 
Mer. Price ssid that the respondent replied 
that he did say it, but did not say it audibly. 
That was against the rubric, which declared 
that it must Le said in an audible voice. He 
admitted the second charge, and as to the 
third it was stated that he started the 
Creed, but then went to his seat, and during 
the greater part. of the Creed remained seated 
—for what purpose he (Mr. Price) did not 
know. In the rubric relating to the Creed 
it stated, ' The minister standing.” That 
was the only reference to the minister, and 
there was nothing in the rubric later to say 
that he cot'd alter his position or that he 
Should sit down during the recital of the 
Creed. It was admitted that he did it, and 
he suggested that he had a right to do so. 

Mr. Price suggested that that was against 
all precedent and established custom. It 
looked as if he was dissociating himself 
almost from that part of the Service. He 
admitted charge 4, *‘ making the sign of the 
Cross “ where it was not prescribed by the 
rubric. After referring to other admissions 
by the respondent, Mr. Price stated that the 
respondent had permitted a bell to be rung 
when he was performing the Manual Acts 
at the Communion Service. . ‘I'he respondent 
denied that he permitted the ringing of a 
bell, but said that a gong was sounded. He 
(Mr. Price) submitted that this was still a 
beli within the meaning of the rubric, even 
if struck on the outside and the tongue 
removed. 


IS A GONG A BELL? 


Sir William Moore—Does he justify it? 

Mr. Price—He does not justify it; he 
merely says he sounded a gong. 

Lord Justice Best, quoting from several! 
standard dictionaries, said that a gong. was a 
flattish bell, struck by a hammer, It did not 
cease to be a bell be-ause it was struck from 
the outside, instead of by a tongue on the 
inside. 

Mr. Price—There seems to be no answer to 
that charge. 

In regard to charge 19, Mr. Price said 
that this was admitted, but it might. be 
necessary to give evidence of the acts and 
ceremonies other than those permitted by 
the Book of Common Prayer. (One of these 
acts was that an acolyte, dressed in surplice, 
knelt down, holding the Gospe! in his hand, 
before the clergyman who was reading the 
Gospei from it. 

Sir William Moore—A living lectern? 

Mr. Price—Yes, a living lectern. 

Counsel, in conclusion, said that evidence 
weuld be given in regard to some of the 
charges, and, subject to that, he submitted 
that it was a case of deliberate refusal to 
regard the ceremonies, righis, and laws of 
the Church of Ireland. 

Sir William Moore—If your case is true, 
amú gentleman is simply a law unto him- 
self, 

Mr. Price—Yes; and it would almost ap- 

ear as if he had gone out of his way to 
ook fur canons, in order to break them. 
It was not for him, proceeded Counsel, to 
suggest what course the Court should take; 
but the petitioners would like such judg- 
ment as the Court thought fit—not as a vin- 
dictive punishment, but to ensure that such 
practices should not be repeated by the re- 
spondents or others. 

EVIDENCE 

Mr. Martin Kinsella, Dublin, giving evi- 
dence in regard to the charges not admitted, 
said that he attended the Service in St. 
John’s Church on the 18th June, 1933. The 
Rev. Mr. Colquhoun was the sole officiating 
minister With regard to the sixth charge— 
pronouncing the ascription—he said that. he 
was not able to hear Mr. Colquhoun pro- 
nounce the ascription. It was entirely in- 
audible. The mimster was standing with 
his back to the people, and facing due east. 
In regard to charge No. 8, the hymns he 
heard were not Fan in the Service. 
Approaching the Lord's Table, the Minister 
ssid something which was inaudible to him. 
The hymn known as “The Communion ”’ 
was sung while the minister himself was 
communicating, and after he had conse- 
crated. None of these hymns was in the 
Irish Church Hymnal, but he believed they 
were in the English Church Hymnal, used 
in St. John’s Church. With regard to 
charge 15, he heard the words of this hymn 
sung in English. It was sung between the 
Consecration and the Commanion of the 
Priest. 

Replying to Lord Justice Best, the witness 
said that the minister engaged in private 
devotions. as far as he conld make out, for 
about five minutes before taking Com- 
munion. ' 

With regard to charge 16, in reference to 
lighted candles, he said that the Service 
began at 11.30 a.m. and concluded at 12.30 
p.m. It was a very bright day, and there 
was. good light ai the sun in the 
church through the east end window, 
and falling on the Lord’s Table. These 
candles were unnetessary, in his opinion, 
for the purpose of giving light. There were 
eight candles on the Communion Table, and 
hs did not think they were necessary for 
light, There were two candles standing in 
long vandiesticks on the floor of the chaneel. 
There was electric light in the church, and 
the floodlights in the chancel were being used. 

Dealing with charge 19, he said that the 
servers were dressed in cassocks and short 
surplices. They attended on the officiating 
minister, and proceeded to make some devo- 
tions that were inaudible to the congrega- 
tion. One of the servers removed a book on 
two occasions, and one of them kissed the 
officiating minister’s biretta and handed it 
to him. He also took the cup, which pre- 
sumably contained the wine, and made a bow 
to the minister, He also saw the server hold 
ing a book from which the minister read the 
Gospel. The minister did not take the book 
in his hand, but the server held the book. 

The respondent did not cross-examine the 
witness. ; 

Mr. Price said that he had another witness, 
but did not propose to call him unless the 
Court so desired, especially as the respondent 
had not cross-examined the previous witness.

The Second Chamber 


Nobody will lose much sleep over the 
Second Chamber Commission's majority 
verdict. The majority report, signed by 
13 of the 22 members, is summarised in 
the phrase: ' As you were.” Its concep- 
tion of a new Senate—to use a word which 
is more familiar to the average citizen 
than the formal “ Second Chamber ’’—is 
the old Senate over again, unchanged 
except in the manner of its constitution— 
and in one very important detail. The 
new Chamber, in the majority s view, 
ought to have almost precisely the same 
powers that President de Valera permitted 
to its predecessor in the last days before 


tion of any kind over a money bill. Its 
function would be merely to consider the 
measures which it receives from the 
Dáil, to suggest changes, anc, if the Dail 
should decline to act upon its suggestions, 
to defer with becoming meeckness. The 
one real difference would. lie in its power 
to invoke the discarded authority of the 
Referendum on any measure involving an 
amendment to the Constitution; and to 
this extent, we think, the majority report 
has value. A direct appeal to the people 
was unnecessary in the more strictly 
democratic days of vore, but the fashion 
of government nowadays is to entrust: in- 
creasing power to the Executive Council, 
and democracy needs safeguards. The 
Referendum is not a perfect instrument ; 
in time of popular passion, indeed, it 
could be highly dangerous. Yet, capably 
and honestly employed, it could be a 
‘guarantee against too many encroach- 
ments by a strong Government. Democracy 
demands everywhere that the Government 
must be kept under control. If the Con- 
stitution does not provide for a Second 
Chamber with real power, almost the only 
alternative is the Referendum. We do 


; not love the idea, but without it the Senate 


contemplated in this majority report would 
be impotent. . 
For the rest, the majority report urges 


that the new Chamber shall -consist, of 45. 


members, oí whom 15 will be nominated 
by the President of the Executive Council, 
and the remaining 20 will be elected by a 
complicated process. The Dáil will elect 
a nominating body, which will pick 
a panel of candidates; and the 30 
“ Senators ’’ will be chosen from this 
panel by an electoral body consisting of 
all candidates for the previous general 
election for Dáil Eireann. It is reasonably 
clear that a Second Chamber, thus con- 
stituted, will have the same political 
complexion as the Ddil; and there will be 
the less danger of any mistake, from 
President de Valera’s point of view, in 
that every new Dáil automatically will 
involve a new Senate. The Commission’s 
majority has adhered with admirable 
fidelity to the President’s former policy. 
He admitted months ago that he had no 
objection to a Second Chamber, but that 
he would* not tolerate a Senate which 
opposed his will. Accordingly, the 
offending body has been removed and has 
returned, stripped of any power to oppose 
the President, but otherwise the same as 
ever. Was it worth while. to constitute a 
Second Chamber Commission for so small 
a result? Another year or two would 
have given Fianna Fáil a majority in the 
now defunct Senate; an amendment or 
two to the Constitution—and amondments 
come so easy to President de Valera— 
could have shortened the Senate’s term of 
office, and could have brought it into some 
harmony with the Ddil. We think that, 
having resolved to “ purge” the Senate, 
the President might have encouraged his 
followers to produce something more 
robust than the pale shadow which is 
envisaged in this majority report. The 
chief objection to the old Senate was that 
it uncomplainingly echoed a Government 
which it favoured.

We 
shall not be entirely dissatisfied so long 
as the new Constitution admits of a Senate 
at all. “Any Senate is better than none, 
and, while it exists, it is always capable 
of improvement. Happily, there seems no 
further room for doubt that the Free State 
will possess a Second Chamber: the Presi- 
dent would not have gone to the expense 
and labour of establishing a Commission 
to report on its personnel and functions 
if he merely had wished to provoke an 
academic discussion. It is possible that 
he and his advisers may be able to recon- 
cile the varying points of view which are 
expressed in these two reports, in the Chief 
Justice’s minority report, and in the 
various addenda to the Commission’s pro- 
ceedings. He owes the State two duties— 
to bring a new Second Chamber into being, 
and to ensure that it shall be the best 
Second Chamber possible. The first duty 
is easy of fulfilment; the second may de- 
mand sacrifices from the President, but 
the nation’s gratitude will repay him.

Northern Ambitions 


It is many months since a stalemate was 
reached in the “economic war” between 
the Free State and Great Britain. Neither 
side makes the slightest effort to budge 
from the position that it has assumed, 
and the man-in-the-street, having watched 
this heroic impassivity until he realised 
that nothing whatever was likely to 
happen, has turned his attention to 
other things. It is only now and again 
that he is reminded of the price which he 
still is paying for the obstinacy of politi- 
cians, and Viscount Craigavon’s speech 
on Tuesday is such a reminder. While 
Mr. de Valera is forming a self-contained 
State with one hand and doling out export 
bounties with the other, Northern Ireland 
has taken a more obvious step towards 
prosperity. Although the Prime Minister 
did not make the statement in so many 
words, his speech will leave Free State 
readers in no doubt that Northern Ireland 
is trying to secure as much as possible 
of the market that used to belong to the 
South. Her Government's schemes for 
agriculture, Lord Craigavon reminded his 
audience, have had a remarkable success. 
Pig production has increased by 152 
per cent,, and there have been other 
advances in regard to milk production and 
butter; but, perhaps, the most significant 
part of his statement concerned the cattle 
trade. During the past two years the 
output of finished beef has steadily 
increased. ‘‘ For the first time,” he said, 
“we have definitely entered the London 
beef market, and that trade has grown to 
such an extent that the Ministry has had 
to allocate an additional certifying day to 
Belfast markets, expressly for the London 
beef trade.” The Free State, too, has 
increased her export of cattle to Great 
Britain within the last two years, but her 
advance has been no more than a painful 
regaining of lost ground, bought by an 
annual payment of about £3,000,000 in 
subsidies. The agricultural export trade 
still is not what it used to be, and the 
official attitude towards the diminished 
market is a curious blend of defiance and 
defeatism. Ministers loudly announce that 


the Free State will henceforward cast off 


the shackles of English trade and will live 
on her own resources—and then, in an 
almost apologetic tone, will explain that 
the cattle exports would have been bound 
to shrink in any case, because Great 
Britain wants less cattle from overseas, 
Whatever may be said for the first theory, 
Northern Ireland does not seem to agree 
with the truth of the second. Her simple 
object is, as Lord Craigavon says, ‘‘ to 
gain supremacy over all-comers” in 
matters of trade, and to try her utmost 
to secure more markets across the Channel 
tor her produce. Though her prosperity 
has been built up on industries, Northern 
Ireland has realised that there is money 
to be made out of agriculture, and she 
wants to acquire ag much of it as possible. 


By the time that the Free State has agreed 


with Great Britain on a chairman for 
their dispute Northern Ireland may he 
playing the réle so obligingly left open to

The Times observes to-day in an 
editorial article:—The British, French 
and American Governments have every 
reason to be satisfied with the reception 


revival of international trade. 
discussions in Geneva yesterday M. Stucki, 
the Swiss delegate, was able to announce 
an agreement between France and Switzer- 
land for a trade convention, and to add 


agreéments with other countries and to 
give tariff and quota relief to all who were 
ready to extend equal treatment to Swiss 
exports, tourist trafic and debts to 
Switzerland. The whole course of the dis- 
cussion showed that most countries which 
have resorted to currency and exchange 
restrictions are now eager to seize the 
opportunity to find a way out. No general 
desire is shown for an international con- 
ference on a large scale. It seems to be 
recognised that the most practical line of 
advance is by way of bilateral or regional 
agreements. No doubt is left that a de- 
termined effort to remove restrictions and 
to free the channels of world trade will 
receive widespread support. 

Everyone now realises that the realign. 
ment of currencies is not an end in itself. 
It is a means to promote a revival of world 
trade, enabling those barriers to be re- 
moved, or, at any rate, lowered, which 
‘have been raised to protect the over-valued 
currencies. 

This first step—the removal now that 
the currency maladjustments are being 
remedied of the restrictions which were 
imposed in consequence of those mal- 
adjustments—will, it is hoped, very soon 
be accomplished, proceeds The Times. The 
way will then be open for the next con- 
certed step, the gradual lowering of 
tariff walls and other measures for clear- 
ing the obstructed channels of world 
trade. Mr, Morrison’s great offence, in 
the eyes of his critics, seems to have been 
that, in urging that the first step should 
be completed as speedily as possible, he 
called attention to the awkward position 
of British trade in the interval, which has 
to meet immediately stronger competition 
from the revaluing countries while com- 
pelled to wait for the compensation which 
is to be expected from the removal of 
exchange restrictions, and from the 
increase in business activity 
arising from increased stability. This is 
a consideration which it was his plain

The key to the Soviet attitude was 
given by M. Litvinoff, Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs, in his speech at Geneva 
last week in which he stated that his 
Government had agreed to non-interven- 
tion only because a friendly country—an 
obvious reference to France—feared the 
possibility of an international conflict. 

The Soviet Ambassador in Madrid an- 
nounced yesterday, in the name of the 
workers’ organisations of his country, 
that free transport to the Soviet Union of 
all wounded members of the Government 
Army would be available, free of expense. 

Rome received the news of the Russian 
decision with indignation. It was asserted 
that the embargo had been enforced, and 
the Soviet move was described in informed 
circles as “ arbitrary and unwarranted.”’ 

The Soviet statement quotes a long list 
of cases in which it is claimed that the 
Kascist Powers have broken the agreement, 


and adds: “ The Soviet Government can 
in no case agree to transform the non- 
iutervention agreemet into a screen 


sheltering military aid to the rebels on the 
part of certain participants to the agree- 
ment against the lawful Spanish Govern- 
ment,’’ 


LABOUR DELEGATION 


On the eve of the meeting of the Com- 
mittee, Mr. Attlee, leader of the Labour 
Party, and Mr. Arthur Greenwood, are 
to. interview Mr. Neville Chamberlain.

LABOUR STATEMENT

Dalton, M.P.:—‘In view of the state- 
ments made this morning at the Confer 
ence and statements in the Press on the 


Spanish situation, it is our duty at once 
to make direct approaches to the acting 
head of the Government, Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain. 

“ It has been decided, at the request of 
the National Council of Labour, that the 
Jeader (Mr. Attlee) and the deputy-leader 
(Mr. Greenwood), of the party should go 
to«lay to London to seek an interview 
with Mr. Neville Chamberlain. 

_ . On their return they will report to a 
joint meeting of the Executives of the three 
national bodies at Edinburgh, and subse- 
quently a statement will be made to the 
Conference before the Conference closes.’ 

“ Dr. Dalton also announced that the 

speeches by Sefior de Asua and Madame 
Palencia will be issued in pamphlet form 
at the earliest moment.” 
- The three national bodies referred to in 
the oficial statement are the Executive of 
the Labour Party, the General Council of 
the T.U.C., and the Executive of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party. 

At the private session the financial 
report of the party was discussed and 
adopted, and the superannuation scheme 
for party officials was also accepted. 


TEXT OF THE SOVIET'! 
STATEMENT 


PORTUGAL “A BASE FOR 
THE REBELS” 


The following is the text of the state- 
ment made to-day by M. Kagan :— 

‘‘On the instructions of the U.S.S.R. 
Government I made the following state- 
ment:— 


Governments the Spanish Government 
protested against the continuous aid in 
war materials rendered by these countries 
to the Spanish rebels. 

“The Spanish Government sent these 
Notes to all other participants in the 
agreement for non-intervention in Spanish 
affairs, with a request that measures 
should be adopted with a view to putting 
an end to a situation in which the lawful 
Spanish Government found itself in a state 
of virtual blockade, while the rebels were 
freely receiving from the various sides 
military aeroplanes and other arms. 

‘‘In his speech before the League of 
Nations, the Spanish Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, Sefior Alvarez del Vayo, raised 
the same question before all the States- 
members of the League of Nations. He 
gave a long list of violations of the non- 
intervention agreement, and called atten- 
tion to very recent cases cited by the 
Spanish Government in the White Book 
published by them, as well as additional 
materials published by the Spanish Govern- 
ment at Geneva on October órd. It is 
sufficient to cite the following of these 
facts :— 


SUPPLY OF 'PLANES 


Twenty-three carloads of boxes, con- 
taining fourteen dismantled aeroplanes, 
were shipped from Hamburg, and arrived 
at Seville from Portugal, on September 
7th. Twelve big German aeroplanes arrived 
at Tetuan on September 20th. Later, 
rebel troops from the so-called ‘‘ Foreign 
Legion ” were transported by these aero- 
planes from Tetuan to Seville. 

““On September 29th the Spanish 
Government received a report of the trans- 
port of poison gases and munitions of 
Italian origin sent on September 27th to 
the Spanish border trom Lisbon.’ 

“A whole number of eye-witnesses were 
examined by the Public Committee, sitting 
in London under the chairmanship of Miss 
Eleanor Rathbone, M.P., as well as 
numerous correspondents of big news- 
papers who publish their personal observa- 
tions, and confirm that the supply of the 
rebels with armaments, primarily via 
Portugal, is continuing on a large scale. 


PORTUGAL INDICTED 


“The rebels have at their disposal scores 
of bombers and fighters of German and 
Italian origin which the Spanish Army 
did not possess at the moment when the 
rebellion started. Among the aeroplanes 
belonging to the rebels brought down by 
the Government forces were mine: of 
German origin with the trade mark 
‘Heinkel,’ Rebe] troops are being trans- 
ported across the Straits of Gibraltar from 
Morocco to Spain. 

“The Portuguese frontier 
since the very beginning of the rebellion, 
have served as a base for the rebels. The 
rebels form their detachments in Portugal 
and receive their ammunition from there. 
“Since the formation of our Committee, 
the Soviet Government, through me,. have 
continually raised the question of investi- 
gation of the actions of Portugal, which 
have openly violated the non-intervention 
agreement, and the discontinuance of 
similar actions. 


THE WARNING 


“ The Soviet Government fears that 
such a situation, created by repeated 
violation, renders the ‘non-intervention 
agreement virtually non-existent. 

“ The Soviet Government can in no case 
agree to transform the non-intervention 
agreement into a screen sheltering mili- 
tary aid to the rebels on the part of certain 
participants to the agreement against the 
lawful Spanish Government. 

“The Soviet Government, in view of 
this, is compelled to declare that, if viola- 
tions of the non-intervention agreement 
are not immediately discontinued, it wil] 
consider itself free from the obligations 
resulting from the agreement.”

The Consular Corps at Gijon is stated 
to have sent an appeal to Colonel Aranda 
asking him to permit foreigners to leave, 
but the insurgent chief has not even 
replied. | 
““ As Mcscardo barricaded himself in the 
Alcazar. of Toledo behind women and 
children,” says the statement, “ so Aranda 
is barricading himself behind foreigners.”’ 
How the Government forces succeeded in 
entering Oviedo and obtaining possession 
of certain parts of the town after hard 
fighting is described by the Madrid news- 
papers to-day. 
El Socialista states that a Government 
armoured car broke through the lines of 
the insurgents in the streets of the town, 
and eithough it was completely surrounded 
it continued to advance, flying the red 
flag. Twenty-nine insurgents were killed. 
Street fighting is continuing. 
Government forces captured large 
quantities of arms, including seventeen 
machine guns left in the street when the 
insurgents retreated from the centre of 
the town. 
The Madrid Gazette publishes the text 
of a decree from the Minister of Justice 
creating a special tribunal, which will 
have jurisdiction over all civil cases con- 
cerning ‘‘ rebellion, treason and spying 
against the safety of the State.’’ 


MEDITERRANEAN PORTS 
RABAT, Wednesday. 


A Government wireless message has been 
picked up at Cadiz, ordering all Spanish 
Mediterranean ports to be evacuated of 
shipping in view of a possible bombard- 
ment by Government air and naval forces 
to-day, according to Radio Seville. 

At Malaga, it is added, conscription has 
been introduced for the Government 
Militia, as recruits are said to be difficult 
to obtain. 

The radio station also claims that the 
last air raid threw Madrid into a panic. 
A railway station and an arms factory 
were destroyed. 

A Government aeroplane, it is added, 
yesterday left Madrid for Cartagena carry- 
ing gold. A Seville broadcast says that 
on the Toledo front, on the Illescas sector, 
the insurgents have occupied Ortillo after 
killing about a hundred Government 
troops. Santa Cruz del Retarmar, a little 
less than forty miles from Madrid, has 
been captured. 

In Asturias events are expected to 
change shortly as a result of the arrival 
of an insurgent motorised column and 
regular troops. | 

The central front at Navalperal has 
been violently bombarded by Government 
troops. 

The Seville radio also adds that anti- 
Fascist committees in Valencia announced 
that 6,000 Fascists have been shot in Spain 
since the beginning of the movement.

coast of Galway. 

First news of the rescue of the airman 
came from the radio station at Valentia, 
and the message was transmitted to the 
Air Ministry in London. 

The dramatic first message picked up 
by Valentia tersely stated: ‘‘ Bjoerkval! 
sauve (saved).’’ ; 

A message was received at the radio 
station on Valentin Island, Co. Kerry, at 
8.55 last night from the French trawler 
Imbrin, which, when translated, ran as 
follows: ‘‘ Saved Pilot Bjoerkvall. Mind- 
ing his apparatus. Will attempt to take 
in tow to Valentia to-morrow.’’ The posi- 
tion of the trawler was given as about 62 
miles from Slyne Head, Galway. 

Bjoerkvall, who is thirty-one, was confi- 
dent that he could make the crossing in 
under thirty-five hours. When he left the 
Floyd Bennett Airport he took with him 
emergency rations of food capsules to last 
thirty days. His red and green Bellanca 
‘plane carried only a wireless receiving 
set. 

He wore a lifebelt, although his view 
was that the ’plane would keep afloat if it 
were to crash into the sea because of its 
sh 


ape. 
Ho left behind a disappointed woman 
who had planned to make the flight with 
him. She was Baroness Eva von Blixen- 
Finecke, who had flown over specially 
from Europe in the Hindenburg.

It included, in addition to the report 
proper, which was the findings of the 
majority, three minority reports, and six 
separate memoranda from individual 
members. 

The terms of reference requested the 
Commission to make recommendations (1) 
as to the functions of a Second Chamber ; 
(2) how it should be constituted; (3) 
qualifications of members; (4) method ot 
selection and period of office; and (5) 
what allowances, if any, members should 
receive. . 

The Commission proceeded on the basis 
that the Constitution of Dail Eireann and 
its constitutional position shall continue 
substantially as they are at present, sub- 
ject only to such changes as may be en- 
tailed by the establishment of a Second 
House. 

It was decided to recommend :— 

(1)—That the Second House should have 
power to elect its own chairman, and that 
it shouli have power to regulate and 
control all its own business, and for that 
purpose to make any Standing Orders 
which it might consider necessary or 
desirable ; 

(2)—That the members should have the 
same immunities and privileges as are 
conferrej by the Constitution on the 
members of Dail Eireann: 

(5)—That no bill initiated in Dail 
Eireann should be enacted into law until 
it has been sent to the Second House and 
an opportantty afforded to that House for 
consideration ; 

(4)—That the Second House should 
not have the power to impose a veto on 
any bill sent to it by Dail Eireann. a 

(6)—That the Second House shoul! 
return a bill sent to it by Dail Fireann, 
with its amerdments (if any) within a 
term of three months from the date when 
it has been first sent to that House, sub- 
ject to such term being extended by agree- 
ment with Dail Eireann, and subject to 
the provisions for special matters herein- 
after mentioned ; | 

(6)—That the refusai of the Second 
House to pass a bill (other than a Money 
Bill) or the passing of such bill with 
amendments which Dáil Eireann does not 
accept, should not have the effect of 
delaying the enactment of such bill 
beyond a date three months after the date 
on which it was first sent to the Second 
House—provided that, in computing the 
term of three months, any recess of Dail 
Eireann of one month or upwards shal] 


be excluded. 
SUGGESTED POWERS 


The majority of the Commission is of 
the view that a bill (other than a Money 
Bill) may be initiated in the Second 
House, and that the Government should 
have power, on the motion of a Minister, 


Bill) in the Second House. 

This power could be usefully exercised 
for the purpose of initiating bills in- 
tended for the consolidation of statutes, 
a form of legislation of which, the Com- 
mission is informed. there is urgent need. 

The Commission is of opinion that the 
examination of the rules and orders for 
giving effect to legislation also affords 
material for the special attention of the 
Second House, or of a special joint com- 
mittee of both Houses set up for the pur- 
pose. 


REMOVAL FROM OFFICE 


The majority is of the view that a re- 
solution for the removal of a judge, or for 
the removal of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General, for stated misbehaviour 
or incapacity, should, in addition to 
being passed by Dail Eireann, be passed 
also by the Second House, before it can 
become effective. | 

The Second House should not have 
power to reject a bill conforming to the 
definition of a Money Bill; and, further, 
the Second House should not have power 
to amend any bill so as directly to impose 
or increase any charge on the State funds. 


MONEY BILLS 


The Commission proposes that a 
“ Money Bill,” as referred to in these re- 
commendations, shall be such a bill as is 
certified to contain only provisions deal-

ing with the imposition, repeal, remis- 
sion, alteration or regulation of taxation ;

the imposition for the payment of debt 
or other financial purposes of charges on 
public moneys, cr the variation of repeal 
of any such charges; supply, the appro- 


priation, receipt, custody, issue or audit 


of accounts of public money ; the raising or 
guarantee of any loan, or the repayment 
thereof ; subordinate matters incidental to 
those subjects or any of them. 

The majority of the Commission recom- 
mends that in respect of a ‘‘ money bill,’”’ 
(i.) the Second House, in regard to such 
bill, shall have power only to make re- 
commendations which may be accepted or 
rejected by Dail Eireann; (ii.) any such 
recommendations shall be made to Dail 
Eireann by the Second House within a 
period of twenty-one days after such 
‘* money bill ” has been sent to it. 


A REFERENDUM 


The majority of the Commission is of 
opinion that, so long as there is no opera- 
tive provision in the Constitution for a 
referendum, it should be provided that the 
Second House should have the right, by 
a majority of the members of the whole 
House, to call for a referendum to the 
people on any legislation involving an 
amendment of the Constitution in any 
respect, and that Dail Eireann should be 
bound by the result of such referendum. 

Some members of the Commission were 
also of opinion that the Second House 
should have the right to call for the sub- 
mission of other major matters of legisla- 
tion to the people by a referendum for 
decision in case of a conflict of view 
between the two Houses, which it has 
been found impossible to reconcile by con- 
ference or otherwise. 

The majority of the Commission is of 
the view that every Minister should have 
the right to attend and be heard in the 
Second House. 


URGENT BILLS 


The majority of the Commission recom- 
mends that, in cases in which the 
President of the Executive Council, on 
the introduction of a bill, certifies by 
message to both Houses that the bill, the 
subject of such message, is urgent and 
immediately necessary for the preservation 
of the public peace or safety, or is rendered 


emergency, whether internal or interna- 
tional, the time for consideration by the 
Second House should, by resolution of 
Dail Eireann, be abridged to such period 
as the said resolution may determine: 
Provided that a bill so certified shall as 
enacted (if the Second House so requires) 
contain a clause limiting the duration of 
the bill when enacted to a period of four 
months: Provided. also, that the time for 
consideration shall not be abridged to a 
period of less than seven days dating from 
the day upon which such bill is sent from 
Dail Eireann to the Second House.

THE QUESTION OF

LONDONDERRY, Wednesday. 


DENIAL that religion or politics had 

anything to do with the scheme was 
one of the features of Unionist argu- 
ments at the sworn nguiry, which 
opened in Derry to-day, into the Unionist 
proposals for a reduction of the number 
of city wards from five to three, and of 
the Corporation membership from forty 
to twenty-four. = 

The inquiry is being held by Vice-Ad- 
miral Archdale. 

At the outset, Mr. McGonigal, K.C., 
for the Nationalists, submitted the pre- 
liminary point that the question of valua- 
tion did not enter into the inquiry; and, 
if the terms of reference included valua- 
tion, then he submitted that it was 
ultra vires. 

The Inspector said that by his instruc- 
tions he was to take into consideration 
such questions as population, valuation, 
etc. 


OPENING STATEMENT 


Mr. Lowry, opening for the Corpora- 
tion. read the resolution approving of the 
re-distribution scheme, which had been 
passed by 25 to 12. 

Mr. McGonigal—Those 
Catholics. 

Mr. Lowry—I don’t intend to parsue 
the religious and theological discussion 
started by my learned friend. If the age- 
old controversies are to be revived here 
I am afraid we shall be a long time get- 
ting finished. My clients know nothing 
of these theological differences, and I ex- 
pect they will remain in_ ignorance. An 
endeavour has been made to turn this 
jnquiry into a sounding board. 

The Inspector said that all he was con- 
cerned with was facts. oe 

Proceeding, Mr. Lowry said it was felt 
given the matter 
earnest consideration that the number of 
Corporators—forty—was too large to 
secure real business administration and 
efficiency.

COUNSEL’S APPEAL 


Mr. J. C. MacDermott, K.C. (for 
Unionist ratepayers), intervening, said: 
I represent a number. of ratepayers. I! 
cannot touch upon political or religious 
differences. I think at this stage it might 
be convenient to appeal that this question 
of religion should not be introduced. It 
is passing strange in this inquiry that the 
party who objects to even considering the 
question of valuation—which affects the 
pocket of every ratepayer—should be seek- 
ing to introduce a matter which depends 
on a man’s religious beliefs and which is 
altogether foreizn, is my submission. 

Mr. McSparran—The Catholic and 
Nationalist voters of Derry—the terms 
being synonymous—are quite satisfied, 
and we are instructed to endeavour to 
establish that this proposed alteration in 
the Wards is for the clear purpose—which 
can be proved—of disfranchising some- 
thing like 56 per cent. of the Catholic 
population 

Mr. Lowry—I disavow it. 

Mr. McSparran (continuing)—And con- 
trary to the provisions of the Government 
of Ireland Act. That being so, it is of 
some relevance to ascertain if there is any 
force in our contention. If it was not for 
that we would not be here at all. We 
propose to establish beyond question by 
evidence what the effect of this is, and for 
what this grotesque scheme was drafted. 
The whole purport of our position is that 
it is drafted deliberately to disfranchise 
a whole section of our population.

The first stage of the funeral of General 
Gombés, the Hungarian Premier, took 
place to-day through Munich streets, filled 
— snow and slush, under a cold, grey 
sky. 

It was attended by Herr Hitler, General 
Goering, Baron von Neurath, Herr Frick, 
the Minister of the Interior; the Italian 
Ambassador, Signor Attolico, and the 
Chief of the Hungarian’ General Staff, 
General Ratz. 

The occasion was a display of German- 
Hungarian friendship. The coffin lay in 
state in the Kaiserhof, Munich's former 
Royal residence, in the church of which a 
short evangelical Service was held. 

General Gómbós was accorded military 
honours equal to those of a German 
General. One company of General 
Goering’s Air Force and three companies 
of infantry escorted the coffin, and there 
were personal wreaths from Herr Hitler, 
Herr Hess and Genera] Goering. 

This evening the body was escorted to 
the railway station for conveyance to 
Budapest.

INCREASE DURING YEAR 


The annual report by the Department of 
Industry and Commerce on companies, 
partnerships and business names, states that 
during 1 there were 254 new companies 
registered in the Free State. There were 66 
companies struck off the register, one con- 
veried into an industrial and provident 
society and 33 dissolved after voluntary 
liquidation, making the net increase for the 
year 154. At the end of the year, excluding 
those in process of liquidation or removal 
from the register, the total number on the 
register was 2,452. Winding-up proceedings 
were begun in 49 cases during the year, two 
of them belug by order of Court. There 


were 247 ea registered with nominal 
capital, which amounted to £3,582,463. 
Private companies registered numbered 237, 
bringing the total number on the register to 
2,204. “Companies incorporated outside the 
Free State which. est hed offices therein 
during the year numbered 16, making a total 
of 662. Fees paid by the 16 amounted to 
2123 10s. 

Fines amounting to £32 were paid in seven 
eases in which prosecutions were brought ; in 
six cases for failure to file annual returns, 
and in one case for failure to file receiver's

Mr. Raftis, coplinuing his evidence from 
yesterday, dealt with a rag by the Cor-

He 
did not want to see the anditor dismissed, 
but in the course of his duty he found” on 
the face of the auditor's report, certain 
matters on which he made legitimate com- 
ments, which had had such reactions on Mr. 
0 hUadhaigh, who was now appearing not 
only for a section of the Garentation, 
but also for all those persons who, he 
deemed, desired a defence. The references in 
the auditor's report were intended to have 
the inference, so far as Mr. Raftis was con- 
cerned, that he was concealing something from 
the auditor, and it was in that atmosphere 
that he called attention to the matter.

Mr. Dewberry dealt at length with the eon- 
ditions of workers in insurance, .and stated 
that out of 600 members of certain staffs in 
Great Britain and Jreland 400 had resigned 
curing the last two months. The number of 
resignations in Ireland was about 60. He said 
that they did not want to attack the premium 
income of any company, but if they were faced 
with the problem of how to recover personal 
freedom and the rights of organisation, then, 
they might be driven to a very adverse type 
of publicity. 

Mr. Dewberry allegéd that large insurance 
companies had their own secret service, and 
before a man could improve his conditions by 
taking a new job he first had to have the 
sanction of his employers and to be released 
by them. Consequently the good employé 
had no opportunity of bargaining for his 
services and either had to remain badly paid 
or to get out of the business altogether. 


PENSIONS QUESTION 

In regard to pensions in the insurance world, 
Mr. Dewherry said that the workers had no 
legal right to pensions, and if depression or a 
financial crisis oceurred it was within the 
hberty of the managements to apply pension 
funds to business — An increase jn 
the cost of living and the tendency towards 
inflation of currency might render the pension 
of very doubtful good. 

In London, he said, ‘bus drivers were get- 
ting very much more than insurance clerks. 
In addition to £4 10s. a week and overtime 
the "bus driver had free uniform and boots. 
and he was not altogether sure that the bank 
clerk of to-day—who prided himself on his 
clean collar—would not yet envy that free 
uniform and boots. 

_ If there is to be a professional standard ih 
insurance, he added, there is only one “way to 
secure it, and that js by setting up. an in- 
surance Whitley Council, which would avoid 
the washing of insurance dirty linen im public, 
and would be the only defence against the 
tendency towards amalgamation and rationali- 
sation. He assured the meeting that the 
Guild never at any time had any intention of 
calling a strike of insurance officials, 

One of the speakers to the resolution stated 
that the new Insurance Bill had been held 
over the heads of the workers in Dublin to 
cut down salaries and worsen conditions, 

Resolutions were adopted pledging insur- 
ance officials not to take decisive action 
regarding membership of the Guild until they 
had arrived at a staff decision, and directed 
that telegrams of protest be sent to Sir Arthur 
Worley, a 3 director of the North 
British and ercantile Assmrance Com- 
pany; to the branch manager of that company 
in Dublin, and also to the resigned members 
of the Guild, asking them to rejoin,

DOCTOR ACQUITTED BY 
JURY

A NUMBER of medical men and members 


of public boards were among those 
present in court when a charge of 
corruption was heard by Judge O’Donne ] and 
a jury at the Cork Circuit Court to-day. | 
The defendant was Dr. Jeremiah O'Driscoll, 
medical officer, Cloyne Dispensary District, 
and the indictment. charged him under the 
Public Bodies (Corrupt Practices) Act, 1889, 
with having unlawfully and corrupt offered 
a sum of money to Councillor Danie Gabriel 
Ruckley, who is a member of the Cork Cor- 
poration, as an inducement to Mr. Buckley, 
then a member of the South Cork Board of 
Public Assistance, to vote for the defendant, 
who was then a candidate for the position of 
medical officer of the Cork Urban (No. ó) 
Dispensary District. 
Dr. O'Driscoll was found not guilty 
was discharged.

THE DOCTOR'S VISIT 


Mr. Daniel Gabriel Buckley ‘said that he 
was Chairman of the Cork Unemployed Party, 
and was a member of the Cork Corporation 
and of the South Cork Board of Public Assist- 
ance. On 24th April, when the witness was 
at his home, Daniel Corcoran, secretary of the 
Unemployed Party being with him, Dr. 
Jeremiah O'Driscoll called and asked him to 
request Mr. Corcoran to leave the room. The 
witness did so, and Mr. Corcoran left the 
sitiingroom and went into the kitchen. There 
was a door from the sittingroom to the 
kitchen. 

After Mr. Corcoran had left the room Dr. 
O’Driscoll asked the witness if he would 
vote for him ‘Dr. O'Driscoll), as he was a 
candidate for the Dispensary District of Cork 
(No. 3) Area. The witness replied that he was 
not voting for anyone until he first knew all 
their qualifications. | 

The witness added that he would not give 
his vote until. he day of the meeting of the 
South Cork Board of Public Assistance, in 
whose gift this position was. 


“ CONFIDENTIAL MATTER ” 


Dr. O'Driscoll, continued the witness, then 
asked him to name his price, and the witness 
replied that he could not sell his vote. Dr. 
O'Driscoll again asked him if he would name 
his price and said: ‘‘ After all, there is no 
one but the two of ourselves here. and it is 
a confidential matter between us.” Witness 
replied that he had a conscience and could 
not do such a thing. Dr. O'Driscoll then 
said that the witness was the only member 
of the Board with a conscience and that he 
was a damn queer man, The entry of wit- 
ness’s mother with a message ended the.con- 
versation. 

The witness added that he. attended a 
meeting of the South Cork Board of Public 
Assistance on April 27th and voted for Dr. 
Morehan, who was elected: There were three 
candidates, one being Dr. O'Drisculi. 

In cross-examination, witness said that he 
was elected to public bodies as the repre- 
sentative of the Cork unemployed party. He 
had been a cinema manager in Cork for some 
time. He had been educated in Cork, in 
England and in France, and was 26 years of 
age. 

“My education,” he added in reply to 
another guestion, “has not ceased yet. I 
think we are never too old to learn.’ 

He returned to Cork seven or eight years 


‘ago, he said in further cross-examination, 
and the only position he got was a manager 


of the Lido Cinema for about three months. 
t ceased two years ago, since when he 
had no occupation. 


THE LORD MAYORALTY 

In further cross-examination, the witness 
said he had offered. his services as Lord 
Mayor of Cork for nothing for the benefit of 
the. citizens.

| sense that you asked people to support you?— 
Yes; correct. 

To another question the witness. replied 
that there was nothing wrong in Dr. O’Dris- 
coll asking for his vote, and that Dr. Morehan 
also had asked for his vote. He had got 
his qualifications the day of the meeting and 
voted for Dr. Morehan, but he had for- 
gotten now what the qualifications were. 

The witness agreed that Dr. O’Driscoll 
did not produce money. He had said to name 
the price. The witness denied that what 
Dr. O'Driscoll had said was, “ What do you 
want to be thinking about.” The witness 
also stated that Dr. Morehan had come to 
see him the day before the meeting. 

Daniel Corcoran, Secretary, Cork Unem- 
ployed Association, said that he went into 
the kitchen of Mr. Buckley’s house when Dr. 
O'Driscoll called. The kitchen door was 
partly opened and he could hear the con- 
versation between Mr. Buckley and the 
doctor, He heard Dr. O’Driscoll ask Mr. 
Buckley to name his price, saying that it 
would be in confidence between them. 


DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE 


Giving evidence, Dr. O’Driscoll said that 
he had spoken to Mr. D. G. Buckley, among 
others, about the position. Before doing so 
he had circularised all the members of the 
Board of Assistance, giving them, including 
Mr. Buckley, his qualifications in full. He 
then saw all the members, including Mr. 
Buckley, and asked for their support. When 
he called at Buckley’s house he just said, 
“Í want to see you about some private 
business.” Mr. Corcoran and Mrs. Buckley 
then left the room. The witness then re-, 
ferred to the forthcoming appointment, and 
said, “‘You have my qualifications, I am 
making a round up to see how things are going, 
and ] want to know what are you going 
to do.” Mr. Buckley said he did not know, 
and that he never made up his mind until the 
last minute. a 

The witness said, “ You have all the facts 
before you; surely, you can tell me now.” 
Mr. Buckley again said, “I don’t know.” 
The witness said, “ What is there to make 
up your mimt about?’’ and he replied again, 
“I don’t know.” 

The witness then saw there was nothing 
to be gained by pressing him, and he started 
discussing Mr. Buckley's books, which were 
on a shelf beside him. At no time did the 
witness say anything aboat money or about 
naming a price, nor did he say that Mr. 
Buckley was a damn queer man 


BRIBERY DENIED

RELIEF CHARGES 
sur NOES 
HELP FOR FAMILIES OF 
ABSENT MEN 


Outdoor relief and: able-bodied relief costs 
were considered yesterday by the Dublin 
Board of Assistance, Alderman P. 8. Doyle, 
T.D., chairman, presiding. 

The Relief Supervisors stated that the ex- 
penditure on ordinary outdoor relief for the 
week ended 3rd inst. showed a decrease of 
$75 cases and £268 in cash, as compared 
with the corresponding week last year, even 
though 75 per cent. of the cases in receipt 
of relief on ist April last were increased by 
from is. 6d. to 2s. 6d. per case. The 
reduction. was accounted for by the operation 
of the Widows and Orphans Pensions Act. 
In the case of able-bodied relief, there was 
an increase of 458 cases and £165 16s. 6d. 
in cash. This increase was accounted for 
by the number of cases receiving wnemploy- 
ment assistance who were receiving a small 
grant of outdoor relief. 

Arising out of the question of granting 
relief to the wives and families of men who 
had gone to England to seek employment, 
Alderman Doyle said that the Relief Super- 
visors were doing their work very con- 
scientiously. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh said that, in the absence 
of proof that money was being sent by the 
husbands, provisional relief should be given, 
and this was agreed to.

According to Professor Sergiyev, 
head of the Malaria Department of the Com- 
missariat of Health and Director of the 
Central Tropical Institute, during the first 
six months of 1936 there was a drop of about 
35 per cent. in the number of malarial cases 
and of 40 per cent. in the number of deaths

uring the first half of 1936 the appro- 
priate bodies of the Commissariat of Health 
examined 194 million children. Symptoms 
of malaria were thus detected early, and 
systematic treatment applied. The Soviet 
synthetic preparations—p otsid and akry- 
khin—wcre more widely used than before. 
These preparations were tested by the inter- 
national standard test of the Malarial Com- 
mission of the League of Nations by the 
Martsinovsky Tropical Institute. 

In the efforts to wipe out the malaria- 
Cairying mosquito, 2.5 million infested acres 
were sprinkled with oil, partly by airplanes. 
Mozequito, netting was intr 
badly infested areas, 200,000 screens bein 
distributed to collective farmers. One hun 


pliel to the malaria stations. During the 
summer 500 groups of doctors and senior 
medical students joined the fight being car- 
ried on by 1,800 permanent malaria organi- 
sations. Fifty thovsand collective farmers 
took part in the oil-sprinkling and in the 
delivery of medicines. The entire forces 
struggling against malaria were led by 236 
malaria specialists, and during the campaign 
1,500 doctors and 2,500 assistant doctors 
working in the villages received special anti- 
malaria training.

FUNCTION OF A SECOND 
CHAMBER 


In a separate report presented by Mr. D. 
A. Binchy, Sir Joke Keane, Messrs. E. 
Lynch, F. MacDermot J. Moynihan, A. 
O’Rahilly, M, Tierney and R. Wilson, they 
dissent from the statement in the main re- 
port that the main function of a Second 
Chamber is to examine and improve legisla- 
tion.

If 
it be decided to establish a Second Chamber, 
we would regard the def-nce of popular 
liberties against any such dangers as its 
primary function. ' i 
They recommend that the Second Chamher 
should have power to demand the submission 
to the people by referendum where a majority 
of that House believed that the passage of 
a bill into law would raise some vital national 
issue not yet clearly decided by the people. 
This power would, of course, only be used 
in regard to legislation of major importance.” 
““We recommend that the Second Chamber 
should have certain powers for the proper 
exercise of its secondary functions as enume- 
rated above. But we believe that these 
secondary powers should be strictly limited 
to the LE of improving legislation sent to 
it by the Dail, and should include no right 
of suspensive veto. A power of delaying 
legislation, whether for a short or long 
interval, would merely generate  fric- 
tion between both Houses, more espe- 
cially because, like all ineffective and 
petty powers, it would be liable to 
be used for insufficient reasons. Accord- 
ingly, in recommending that, where no 
refeiendum is called for, the maximum nn-

URGENT MEASURES 


In the case of any bill (othér than a 
Money Bill) in regard to which the. President 
of the Executive Council, in a signed message 
to the Second Chamber, sent with the 
‘approval of a majority of the members of 
Dail Kireann, declares that in his opinion 
delay im enactment would put in_ serious 
jeopardy the internal peace and order of the 
State, its security from or defence against 
external attack or its financial stability, we 
recommend : — 

(a) —That the Second Chamber should have 
power to recommend amendments, to pass 
without amendment, or to recommend with- 
drawal of the bill. 

(b)—That if Dail Eireann does ndt accept 
the recommendations of the Second Chamber 
in relation to such a bill, Dail Eireann should 
have power, at the expiration of twenty-one 
days after the date on which the bill was 
first sent to the Second Chamber, by resolu- 
tion to order that the bill should be deemed 
to have been passed by both Houses in the 
form in which it was first so sent.

part unorganised. 

(c) INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE.—

elected by the Federation of Saorstat Indus- 
tries; two by the National Agricultural and 
[Industrial * ose ronan Association; three 
by the Association of Chambers ,of Com- 
merce of the Irish Free State; one by the 
Standing Committee of the Irish Banks;

PRESERVATION. OF 
SEA BEACHES 


DETRIMENTAL WORKS 
AT HARBOURS 


A 


Owing to the extensive development of sea- 
side property and the consequent reduction 
in erosion or denudation of the land which 
formerly provided the material for the forma- 
tion and preservation of beaches, the problem 
of retaining at the requisite levels what beach 
material exists is increasing in importance, 

Generally speaking, the travel of beach 
material corresponds with the direction of 
the flood tide currents—that is to say, on 
the south coast of England it is westerly ; 
on the east coast, southerly, and on the west 
coast, northerly in its movement. Numerous 
instances may be found all around our coast- 
line of the formation of spits and prominences 
which are the direct result of such move- 
These may be roughly classified into 
two divisions, the mbdre irequent of which 
are the spits formed at the mouths of har- 
bours and rivers, and the less frequent ths 

rominences formed at points along the coast- 
ine resulting from interference with or in- 
terruption of the transporting currents. Of 
the former (says Hnqineering) some of the 
most notable instances are to be found at 
Spurn Head, Blakeney, Great Yarmouth, 
Orfordness, Shoreham-by-Sea, Hurst Point, 
Christchurch Harbour, Dawlish. Of the 
latter there are. Dungeness Point, the 
Crumbles at Eastbourne, Gilkicker Point, 
near Portsmouth, etc. 

There can be no doubt that the formation 

of these prominences was or is the direct 
result of very considerable denudation of the 
land on the weather side at — of history 
prior to the development of the extensive 
coast protection works which exist to-day. 
the beach material then being able to travel 
on its course witi:cut serious interference from 
artificial defence works or obstructions. The 
question may be asked as to whether large 
uantities of shingle do not travel beneath 
the level of low wafer and thus avoid the 
cbhstruction afforded by artificial defence 
works. The answer would appear to be that 
there undoubtedly is cvidence of such under- 
water translation, but that, Fa speak- 
ing, the major movement of the heavier 
material closely follows the line of high-water 
mark. 


DETRIMENTAL WORKS 


That this is so in the majority of cases is 
obvious, particularly at the ends of systems 
of heavy groyning which are constructed to 
allow of no beach travel till the system is full 
enough to spill at the lee groyne. In the 
meantime the foreshore to the leeward is 
losing its material and serious erosion taking 
place without any noticeable contribution from 
deep water. 

It is easy, therefore, to appreciate the fact 
that extensive .systems of groyning must 
seriously retard beach travel to the detriment 
rf places to leeward until such systems are 
full enough to spill, and that the deeper the 
grovnes the longer they take to fill and the 
greater the detriment to places to leeward. 

Similar detrimental effects are produced 
by the construction of moles, piers, and 
entrance jetties to harbours. Numerous 
instances exist. of starvation and denudation 
of beaches to the leeward of such struc- 
tures and the piling up of enormous deposits 
on the weather side and subsequent silting 
up of the harbour entrances. 

In most of these cases flourishing seaside 
towns exist, and the necessity for taking 
drastic steps to preserve the beach on the 
leeward side is followed by extensive capi- 
tal exnenditure on protective works. Such 
expenditure is imperative for the protection 
of valuable property as well as the preserva- 
tion of the amenities of an attractive shore. 
Whether such exnenditure is justifiable in 
other cases depends on the nature and value 
of the property to be protected and also on 
the source and extent of any financial assist- 
ance which might be available. It is im- 
portant, however, to provide in the first in- 
stance for works which are going to be effec- 
tive in order to avoid waste of money and 
lors of property. There is, unfortunately, 
no general formula which can be applied 
in all cases, each instance having to be 
judged on its own merits and plans drawn 
up to suit. Occasionally it occurs that 
only by trial and error can the best form of 
defence works be evolved.

GENEVA, Wednesday. 


First steps towards possible reform of 
the League Covenant were taken to-day.. 

The Bureau decided this evening to ask 
the Assembly to appoint a general com- 
mittee consisting of delegates of all States 
to ‘‘deal with the question of the applica- 
tion of the principles of the Covenant and 
all allied problems.”’ 

This Committee would report to the 
present Assembly and make recommenda- 
tions as to subsequent methods of dealing 
with the question. When the Bureau met 
this evening the President submitted a 
draft resolution suggesting two alternative 
proposals. 

1—For the formation of a committee 
consisting of members of the Council and 
certain other States, which should meet 
at an appropriate moment and report back 
to next year’s Assembly. ' 

2— For the creation of a general commit- 
tee of all members of the Assembly, which 
should similarly report back to next year’s 
Assembly. i | 

-M. Litvinoff made a strong appecl for 
some more immediate action. He felt that 
the work ought to be begun at once, and 
he pressed for a general committee that 
should report either to this Assembly or 
to an extraordinary meeting of the 
Assembly at an early date. 

The general feeling of the meeting, how- 
ever, was opposed to the matter being 
rushed.

“ONLY ONE SIMILAR 
FISHERY ”

At Stranorlar District Court to-day, before 
Mr. ©’Hanrahan, D.J., 
fishery inspector, Moville, proseccted Daniel 
McGlynu, Clognan, for using a net in respect 
of whieh a certificate Lad not been granted 
ander the Salmon Fishery Act, 1862. 

Superiniendent Mahony siid that he visited 
the salmon leap at Cloghan owned by Mr. 
Knox Browne. Defendant erected a net in 
front of the waterfall and attached it to a 
spur of rock. After some time a salmon was 
caught, which defendant killed, and erected 
the net again. Witness asked for a certificate 
from the Department of Fisheries, and de- 
fendant said that all such papers were in 
possession ef Mr. Knox Browne, who was the 
owner. W*fress ascertained that Mr. Knox 
Browne had no such certificate and seized the 
net and salmon. 

Thomas J. Morris, plaintiff, said that he 
knew the net had been in existence for almost 
100 years. 

Mr. F. O'Connor (defending)—Do you know 
that a question in connection with the net 
was asked in the House of Commons in 1913? 
Witness—No question was asked in my 
time. , 


from the Department visited the salmon leap, 
saw the net work, and made no complaint? 
Witness—That is so, 
Mr, Knox Browne said that in 1923 a 
fishery inspector visited the leap, inspected 
the net and made no complaint. In 1925 
witness set up a hatchery, and again an 
inspector, who visited the place made no 
complaint.. There was only one similar 
fishery in the British Isles. His predecessor, 
an eminent lawyer, fished salmon the same 
way for over 50 years, and there was never 
any complaint.

Pecorators in many part of Great Britain 
report large orders for paintmg and decurat- 
ing work from both public authorities and 
private individuals; the rate of employment 
in the painting and decorating trade remains 
stable. 

These are two signs that the painting and 
decorating trade and the paint manufacturing 
industry are anticipating a prosperous autumn 
end winter—especially im view of next year's 
Coronstion celebrations. 

Min’stry cf Labour figures just issned 
show that, at the end of August, only 11,962, 
out of -* insured total of 129,740, painters 
were unemployed. 

The. rate of unemployment among painters 

at the end of August, 1935, was 12.5 per 
cent, At the end of August this year it had 
dropped to 9.2 per cent. Normally, the end 
of August and the first weeks of September 
mark the beginning of the “ slack’’ season 
in the painting and decorating trade. 
An officiel of the Federation of Master 
Pamters and Decorators said recently that 
there were signs thet painting and decorat- 
ing operatives would enjoy a prosperous 
aufemn and winter. 

“In the ordinary way,"’ he said, “the rate 
of rnemplovment in this trade rises progres- 
sively in the three months before Christmas, 
reoches its ‘peak’ in January, and does not 
fall wntil the end of Februcrv or early March. 

“ We are honeful that there will be ample 
work for painters and decorators all over 
the country this ccming autemn and winter. 
Towns and cities in many parts are preparing 
plans to ‘paint-up’ for the Coronation, and 
such schemes will hein the trade enormously.” 
_ Paint manufacturers, too, are anticinatin 
increzsed business during the autumn aaa 
winter.

THE MOST CONVENIENT SYSTEM OF 
. FEEDING. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 


The. most convenient system of feeding is 
ana that which proves most success- 
in particular cases, provided, of 
course, that it conforms to certain definite 
standards. For instance, the general 
farmer will find a system that provides 
for the use of by-products or household 
waste the most suitable and economical. 
This introduces the question of the use 
of home-grown grains. Since the restric- 
tions governing the use of maize in the 
Saorstat many farmers have come to 
realise the value of home-grown grain as 
poultry feeding. Discretion, however, 
must always be applied in using such 
grains so that the diet may be properly 
balanced. Instead of the meal mixture, 
formerly so popular, finely-ground barley 
may be used in the mash for layers, and 
is equally suitable for fattening stock. 
Whole barley grain may also be used as a 
substitute for cracked maize in the grain 
ration. Barley and oats intended for use 
im the meal ration should always be 
ground into a very fine condition. This 
is very important.
